A boxful of highly explosive 
dynam ite and caps, enough to 
blow a house sky high if detonated, 
is missing from a construction Job 
at Strawberry Point.

Francisco contractor, reported to 
the sheriff’s office yesterday that 
someone had taken a steel box 
about 24 inches square from heavy 
thicket where it was hidden to 
prevent tampering. The box con­ 
tains 75 sticks of 40 percent gel­ 
atin base dynamite and about 75 
dynam ite caps. The box weighs 
about 200 pounds. 
The dynam ite was being used for 
blasting on a job at the rear of a 
new service station and shopping 
center being erected along High­ 
way 
101 near the entrance to 
Strawberry Manor. Each night the 
steel box was moved away from 
the construction area into heavy 
thicket out of sight, Peterson ex­ 
plained. 
Sheriff’s deputies who investi­ 
gated believe th at a vehicle was 
used to haul the dynamite away. 
Two clam diggers, both about six 
feet tall, were reported seen in 
the neighborhood about a week 
ago and m ight have known about 
the box of dynamite, sheriff’s dep­ 
uties reported.

BUTTERFLIES TAKE NAP 
IN TREES AT BOLIN AS 


It’s not a sign of spring, but trees in Bolinas and 
Stinson Heath have suddenly sprouted tens of thousands of 
giant Monarch butterflies that load branches almost to 
breaking point. 
Every vear at this time, they migiate in from the 
Paiilic Northwest in droves to hibernate for the winter. Dr. 
Paul Wilson of the C ollege of Marin reported todav. I hey 
are so thick along Terrace avenue in Bolinas that they 
look like thousands of leaves hanging from branches. 
D uring summer months, these butterflies live in the 
Northwestern states, reproducing and dving in a cycle of 
about 30 davs. 
During winter, the butterflies migrate southward, and 
thousands use Marin as a sort of winter resort. Here they 
rest in the trees and outlive their normal one-month life 
span, but with spring they fly back northward to reproduce 
and die. 
Exact course of migration is being studied through the 
placing of cellophane tags on wing«. Such tags when found 
should be reported to the California Academy of Sciences, 
Dr. Wilson stated. Similar swarms migrate to Pacific Grove 
in Monterey Countv.

Escape Taxes For 25 Years 


Battle raging between James Grade of 


Sausalito, the county assessor, and the board 


of supervisors may be academic insofar as 


the general public is concerned. But it raises 


one question which souid be of major inter­ 


est to e\ery taxpaver in Marin. The question 


is: 


How can an apartment building on a main 


street in plain view of even the most casual 


p asser-by, escape taxation for 25 years or 


more? 


These aTe the facts in the case: 


On Nov. 10, Janies Gracie wrote a letter 


to the supervisors protesting an increase in 


taxes on a piece of property he purchased in 


Sausalito. The increase was from $182 in 


1952 to $456 in 1953. He purchased the prop­ 
erty in March, he said, after visiting the 


assessor’s office and ascertaining that the 


$182 fee was the correct property tax rate. 


The supervisors referred the matter to 


Countv Assessor George Hall and asked for 


a report. It received that report Nov. 17. 


Hall said the property had been inspected 


late in 1952 and it was discovered it con­ 


tained two buildings, one of which had es­ 


caped assessment previously. The assessor 


declared that on February 25, 1953, he had 


written a letter to the owner of record at 


that time, Chailes U. and Margaret Kring, 


telling them the assessment would be raised. 


Gracie, who then claimed he purchased 


the property February 20, said he received 


no notification from either Kiing or Hall. 


Records in the recorder's office show the sale 


was lecordcd March 5 and that Kring’s sig­ 


nature had been notorized March 4. 1 here 


is no record of whether Gracie made a down 


payment or in other wavs agreed to make 


the purchase before that time. 
But regradless of who owned the property, 


the major question remains. How is it poss­ 


ible that a major structure, which received 


pictorial publicity on a promotional bro­ 


chure about the City of Sausalito (see abovej.

Congress — if they didn’t stop 
aid for any ally “ shipping sinews 
of war to the enemy (Red Chi­ 
na) .” 
He slammed Truman and the 
Democrats, as was usual and to 
to expected, for not getting Com­ 
munists out of the government 
faster.

TH E T H IR D question is the 
matter of transferability of li­ 
censes. Under the board's admin­ 
istration, a liquor license is a 
grant for a quarterly fee thus 
may be used as a piece of goods 
saleable to the highest bidder. 
The board, of course, retains the 
right to approve transfers, but 
on the other hand, the state par­ 
ticipates in none of the profits 
generated through sale of the 
license. 
The fourth question is the pos­ 


sible licensing of bartenders. On 
one hand, this would create an-

bureaucratic 
licensing 
agency, and on the other, would 
give the state more control in 
enforcement of the liquor laws, 
particularly those against sale 
of booze to obviously intoxicated 
persons. 


TH E F IF T H Q UESTIO N be­ 
fore the committee is whether 
the state should turn over all 
enforcement of liquor laws to 
local law enforcement officers. 
The other alternative is to ex­ 
pand the enforcement officers 
of the state board of equaliza­ 
tion, a move which would create 
more state employees. 
In the present 
set-up, 
the 
board claims it does not have 
man-power to enforce laws. Lo­ 
cal officers hold it is the duty 
of the board. In the buck-pass­ 
ing. it is held that inefficient 
enforcement results. 
Whether the Weinberger com­ 
mittee can get any place with 
its recommendations or not, as­ 
suming it w ill have recommenda­ 
tions for the 1955 session, if not 
for the budget special session, 
remains a question. So far, Cali­ 
fornia’s potent liquor lobby has 
always managed to stave off any 
plan for improvements. Regular­ 
ly, the question of liquor law en­ 
forcement has been shuttled off 
to “ an interim committee for 
study.’’ This is the popular meth­ 
od in the legislature of delaying 
legislation.

stand as a continuing symbol of 
frustration and strife. 
Almost obscured now in the 
daily 
Communist 
name-calling 
the stalling and the propaganda 
blasts are the purposes of the 
conference which Dean wrent to 
Korea to arrange. 
The conference was to arrange 
a permanent peace for Korea, 
including withdrawal of foreign 
troops and a free and unified 
Korean nation. 
Originally it was to have start­ 
ed Oct. 28 Now, if it ever is to 
start, it will be in the dim, un­ 
predictable future. 
Meanwhile, new problems arise 
from an unworkable time table 
and each day makes more un­ 
likely the dream 
of 
a 
united 
Korea. 
A highlight of the situation was 
this week’s announcement of a 
10-year economic assistance pact 
signed between Red China and 
the North 
Korean 
Communist 
government. 
The Chinese 
said 
they 
had 
written off North Korea's war 
debt and in addition would ad­ 
vance North Korea some $317,- 


000,000 in the next four year*. 
About two months ago the Rus­ 
sians announced a similar aid 
program for North Korea. The 
Russians said they would advance 
about $250,000,000 in 
aid 
and 
would reduce, but not forgive, 
the North Korean war debt. 
That Red China probably can­ 
not carry out its promises of 
machinery* c o m m u n i c a t i o n s 
equipment and ether supplies in 
which she herself is in desperate 
need is, in this ca.se, beside the 
point. 


The said point is the unyielding 
nature of Communist plans for 
the Korea of the future which 
in their eyes must 
be 
totally 
Communist or forever divided. 
Thus by necessity the United 
States must go ahead with its 
owm plan to spend nearly one 
billion dollars in the next four 
years for the rehabilitation of 
South Korea. 
Yet what a monument to peace 
it could be if, despite a bitter 
wrar, these vast sums could be 
spent in a united effort on rail­ 
roads and airlines which would 
run the length of a free Korea.

At his bedside at his home last 
night were his third wife, the for­ 
mer Carlotta Monterey, his physi­ 
cian, Dr. Harry L. Kozol, and his 
nurse. Dr. Kozol said death was 
caused by bronchial pneumonia 
High point in his long career 
wTas in 1936 when he was awarded 
the Nobel Prize in literature. The 
award committee did not cite any 
particular work but CXNeill con­ 
sidered his play “Mourning Be­ 
comes Electra” a strong factor 
in the choice. 
MANY HONORS 
That prize was only one of the 
many honors won by the prolific 
playwright, who had more than 
two score plays produced. His Pu­ 
litzer Prizes were for “Beyond the 
Horizon,” 1920; “Anna Christie,” 
1922; 
and “Strange Interlude,” 
1928. 
On receiving news of O’Neill’s 
death, George Jean Nathan, influ­ 
ential newspaper and magazine 
drama critic, said in New York 
the American theater had lost its 
greatest playwright and “I have 
lost one of my oldest and dear­ 
est friends.”

member of the Jack Santo gang. 
She has denied th at she feared 
for her life, or that anyone might 
have made an effort to remove 
her by force from Corona. 
”1 have no reason to fear for 
my life,” she said yesterday. "The 
whole thing is simply crazy." 
As the one woman among 4,800 
prisoners, Mrs. G raham has been 
warned not to try to talk to the 
passing men from the barred win­ 
dow of her cell on the third floor 
of the San Quentin hospital. 
‘‘B ut I wouldn’t subject the men 
to my talking,” she said. 
Mrs. G raham was sentenced to 
death along with Jack Santo and 
Em m ett Perkins. The two men 
now’ are on trial in Nevada City 
on charges of m urdering Edmund 
Hansen, a gold miner. 
If her sentence is carried out, 
Barbara G raham will be the third 
woman in California history to be 
executed.

“It appears th at some distillers 
have come up with the idea of 
leasing or renting clocks to retail 
licenses. The transaction is cover­ 
ed in a w ritten agreem ent calling 
for a rental paym ent of $1 a year 
for use of the clock.” 
This, he said, is illegal. He con­ 
tinued : 
“Distillers are not in the busi­ 
ness of renting clocks. 
If they 
are. they are the only persons we 
know of who are engaged in such 
an enterprise.”

Shrub Heathers 
In Marin Gardens 


Gardening Is America's 
Favorite Outdoor Hobby 


Heather has been growing in 
California gardens since 18 7 1 
when gardeners began adding 
exotic plants to Pacific Coast 
gardens. Golden Gate Park has 
a Heather Hill, and from Nov­ 
ember till April the bushy shrubs 
are covered with r o s e-purple 
blooms. 
The heathers most commonly 
used in our gardens come from 
the Mediterranean Basin. These 
plants like California conditions 
and take both our wet winters 
and hot dry summers. 
In San Francisco on Russian 
Hill I have measured a heather 
25 feet tall with a woody trunk 
five inches through. It is called 
E r i c a arborea. 
It has white 
f l o w e r s that smell like haw- 
thorne, a fragrapce which car­ 
ries far. This plant is best when 
kept as a bush rather than per­ 
m itted to grow into a tree. 
It 
hates hard frost but will tolerate 
a few degrees of it. 


ERICA m editerranea is anoth­ 
er form native to Spain and 
South 
W est France 
where 
it 
grows in big stands. This makes 
a fine blocky shrub, it fills out 
from the base' to its full height 
which is about five feet. 
Every 
twig and branch tarries its spike 
of bloom and creates a full pic­ 
ture. This heather is ideal to 
mass plant on a hillside. Golden 
Gate Park has swales of Erica 
m editerranea where its low dense 
dark green compact bushes ex­ 
plode each winter into glorious 
bloom. 


BUT MOST of our g a r d e n 
h e a t h e r s come from South 
Africa. There they grow not in 


the hot valleys, but in coastal 
regions where the fogs bathe 
them as the fogs in the Bay 
Region do for many of our plants. 
These South African heathers 
range from pygmies of 1% feet 
up to eight feet tall., Because 
their native haunts are cool and 
moist we are warned to keep 
them cool and moist here. Don't 
select the hottest spot in your 
g a r d e n , give the plant some 
shade for those hours when the 
M arin sun is burning fiercest. 
Best in our M arin gardens give 
heathers an open place rather 
than a hot wall or a stufly 
corner. 
Let them grow in the 
sun, but not in a scorching place. 
Use your heather in accent 
places throughout the garden. 
A g r o u p on either side of a 
bench, out at the m argin of the 
lawn, near the union of straight 
walks. 
These are good places. 
H eathers may be grouped also 
at the curve of a drive. 
Think 
of the heather, such as Erica 
m elanthera as a hedge where 
the billowly sprays of lavender 
flowers in bloom can delight the 
w h o l e neighborhood. Heathers 
stay in bloom for months. 


HEATHERS go well with white 
bark birch. 
1 have seen an ex- 
c e l l e n t combination of these 
plant types. They contrast hand­ 
somely too with red pyrancan- 
thas, and with the prostrate cot- 
oneaster. 
W hat kind of soil do the hea­ 
thers want? 
They do best in 
light sandy soil and in light 
loamy soil. 
When you prepare 
to place your specimen dig up 
the soil, make it as loose as

PHILADELPHIA—As the 8th 
Annual American Horticultural 
Congress wound up, it was evi­ 
dent that gardening is gaining 
each season as America’s favorite 
outdoor hobby. According to a 
poll made in August, it now ranks 
first. At the Congress, which rep­ 
resented more than 460.000 en­ 
thusiasts from coast to coast, it 
was brought out forcibly that 
more home gardeners are leaning 
toward specialization. 
Curiously enough, the Ameri­ 
can Rose Society, established way 
back in 1899. is being crowded by 
the African Violet enthusiasts as 
the organization with the great­ 
est 
number 
of devotees. The 
A R S. group has approximately 
36,000: the comparatively young 
Violet organization is only 2,000 
behind. 
The rosarians will be holding 
their national convention in San 
Francisco in the Spring of '54. 
More publicity will be released 
after the beginning of the new 
year, so that California gardeners 
will have a chance to attend. 
AFTER YOU LEAVE the snow 
of Philadelphia and head West 
towards sunny California, you 
realize anew’ what a gardeners’ 
paradise this country means to 


possible, mix in a bucket full 
of peat. 
Give it plenty. 
Their 
tender roots like those of rhodo- 
d e n d r o n s grab hold of peat 
readily. 
Do not use bonemeal 
lit«- lime. 
Heathers love acid, 
they detest lime, keep it away 
from their roots. They hate also 
m anure of any kind. 
Keep it 
away from them. 
But h e a t h e r plants accept 
sulphur, give them a little every 
year. 
Use soil sulphur, put it 
around the roots of the plant, 
not on the foliage. 
S u l p h u r 
helps to condition the soil just 
right for heather and helps to 
keep it on the acid side here. 
When you set out your heather 
make a basin and fill it with 
peat and compost. 
Oak l e a f 
mold is good too, the idea is to 
m aintain a light and loose soil 
so the thready roots will move 
readily through it. 
NEVER LET the roots of hea­ 
ther go completely dry. Though 
the plants will take direct sun­ 
shine for a few months, they 
won’t grow under drought con­ 
ditions. 
Sometimes 
a 
heather 
plant 
goes sickly yellow. 
This conies 
from an unbalanced condition 
in the soil. 
Maybe the soil has 
become hard packed, maybe it 
was adobe to begin with, maybe 
that soil has become water log­ 
ged. 
Here are aids to correct 
this kind of yellowing: 
Take a fork, punch holes down 
into the root zone. Put down a 


all greenthumbers — w h e t h e r 
plain beginners or advanced am ­ 
ateurs. 
Take the fabulous camellias, as 
an example. Here in the West the 
early varieties are beginning to 
start their parade of blooms. The 
others 
are 
loaded 
with 
fat, 
plump buds full of promise of 
things to come. In the East, these 
are shrubs strictly for the green­ 
house—noi for outdoor culture. 
There is no better time than 
right now to visit the nurseries 
to select additional plants for 
your own garden. Chances are 
that you have three or four speci­ 
mens now’; don’t hesitate to add 
a few more, especially some of 
’ the varieties that will lengthen 
out your season of bloom. Why 
depend on old-time varieties to 
give you bloom merely in Febru­ 
ary and March, when a few ‘ear- 
lies,” "mid-seasons,” and "late 
bloomers’’ 
will 
guarantee 
you 
bowls of beautiful waxy textured 
blooms, all the way from late 
October to early May? 
If you’ve never grown camellias 
before, looked at them longingly 
only in the windows of fancy 
florist shops, drop all thoughts at 
once that they are difficult to 
grow. It’s just a m atter of a few 
simple fundamentals and after 
that you’ll have to spend less 


fresh top dress of peat and com­ 
post, and finally s c a t t e r soil 
sulphur. 
In a few months the 
sickly condition goes and the 
plant with its new green growth 
brings back the fine flowers mis­ 
sing in the season before. 
PRUNING the heather is a 
very simple operation. 
All th at 
the gardener needs to do is cut 
back one half of the new growth. 
He must do this every year, and 
the best time is during the flow­ 
ering period. 
When growth is 
resumed in spring it starts on 
the tiny aideshoots which fill 
out and make a bushy plant. 
When a heather such as the 
Erica melanthera grows with­ 
out pruning it becomes leggy. 
The lower branches die off, the 
wood becomes hard and never 
again puts out new shoots. 
To 
prevent this sort of thing one 
wants to prune a little each 
season and thus keep new shoots 
breaking at the lower areas as 
well as up at the top. 
Here are some good garden 
forms of heather. 
Select them 
at your nurserymen’s: 
Erica President Carnot, a pink 
hybrid. 
Erica Felix Faure also pink 
but with tubular flowers; 
E r i c a Hyalina with orange- 
scarlet flowers, also tubular; 
Erica John McLaren a recent 
hybrid, soft siiade of pink and 
very much worth while; 
Erica regerminans low grow­ 
ing, bell-shaped rose pink blooms. 


than an hour each month on 
your little camellia collection. 
HERE ARE CONDENSED tipg 
which will help guarantee their 
success: Partial shade is the best 
spot, even though you may have 
heard of people growing them 
successfully in the sun, even in 
such hot spots as Sacramento. 
Loose, porous, acid soil is the next 
requirem ent. Don’t let this throw 
you, because this m ixture can be 
created easily enough. Perfect 
drainage is the next tip. 


C AMELL1AS DON’T like mois­ 
ture standing around their root 
systems. Proper planting depth 
rates next. Set them about 2 
inches higher th an their former 
growing depth a t the nurseries. 
The Huffed-up soil in the plant­ 
ing holes is going to settle down 
in a few weeks, and this will 
bring the camellias to about the 
right depth. W hen planted 2 
inches too deep, they choke, the 
leaves turn yellow, and the plants 
eventually die. 


PROPER FEEDING leads to 
better plants. There are special 
acid plant foods on the market, 
but more and more of the pro­ 
fessional camellia specialists are 
resorting to the use of a 10-5-5 
liquid fish fertilizer, because it 
is organic and rapidly available 
to the plants. Camellias are not 
hogs for food; three feedings of 
liquid fish per year will do the 
job. Apply this with one of the 
handy lawn sprayer attachments 
immediately 
after 
the 
blooms 
have dropped off, indicating the 
end of the flowering season. Fol­ 
low up with two more feedings 
at intervals of six weeks apart. 
R eturning to the question of 
proper soil preparation, remem­ 
ber th at a properly prepared soil 
autom atically takes care of the 
bugaboo of drainage. It's obvious 
that a loose soil will drain fast. 
Make the planting holes about 
three times the size of the root 
balls of the specimens to be 
planted. Work in lots of Cana­ 
dian peat moss, a little oak leaf 
mold if available, and churn up 
this m ixture thoroughly with a 
spade. 
After it 
is 
thoroughly 
loosened, work in a couple of 
handfuls of one of the new chem­ 
ical soil conditioners to keep the 
soil in good tilth. Remember that 
this will guarantee to keep the 
soil loose and porous for many 
years to come. The effects are 
virtually permanent. T hat’s why 
chemical soil conditioners are 
here to stay. This affects the fu­ 
ture of your camellias, because 
they, too. are virtually permanent 
fixtures in your garden. There 
are records of specimens here in 
California th at are over 100 years 
old; in the deep South, there are 
plants supposed to be twice that 
age. T h a t’s why camellias deserve 
this extra fuss at planting time.

MANY HOME craftsm en are 
doing finer work In furniture 
finishing th an some profession­ 
als, who can 't afford to invest 
the tim e and pains and still stay 
In business. The m ost intricate 
techniques are now studied and 
developed in th e am ateu r’s m od­ 
ern home workshops. 
Yet, it Is surprising how few 
handym en understand the ad ­ 
vantages of wet sanding. A ppar­ 
ently tl*ey 
have not 
watched 
autom obile body workers develop 
perfect surfaces and high finish­ 
es by using soapy w ater in their 
betw een-coat abrasive work. 
T his tye of sanding with the 
new w aterproof p r o d u c t i o n 
papers was recently referred to 
In this departm ent. M ention was 
m ade of lubricating oil used on 
varnished wood surfaces for wet 
sanding, w ith soap and w ater 
recom m ended for rubbing down 
finishes on m etal. 
This got a rise out of J.F.R. of 
W ashington, D. C. 


“Heaven help the m etalsm ith 
who puts soapy w ater on m etal 
w hen sanding," he wrote, "and 
woe to the poor woodworker who 
uses lubricating oil when sanding 
wood — I can ju st see all the 
housewives this m orning with a 
can of lubricating oil in one hand 
and w aterproof sandpapers in the 
other, trying to take out cigarette 
burns and scratches.” 
WELL, YOU DON’T have to 
take this reporter’s word for it. 
W e'll quote an expert—Rog Nes- 
tan d e of the technical d ep art­ 
m ent of M innesota M ining and 
M anufacturing—a com pany th a t 
m akes th e near-diam ond hard . 
crystals used on abrasives. 
■ 
"Evidently 
critic 
J.F.R. 
has 
never been in an auto repair shop 
w here quantities of w ater and 
w aterproof sandpaper are used 
for finish sanding on all parts of 
th e auto body," N estande ob­ 
serves. " It would be erroneous, 
however, to wet sand on bare 
m etal—where, ju st as in the case 
of wood, th e sanding would be 
done dry w ith no need for a lu ­ 
bricating 
m edium. 
W aterproof 
production paper is used with 
soapy 
w ater 
lubricant 
when 
sanding the finish, or in-betw een 


cdats on m etal.* 
HERE IS HOW wet sanding 
comes in for removing a cigarette 
burn or small scratch on a fine 
table top: 
If the dam age is too large or 
too 
deep, 
the 
entire 
surface 
should be refinished. B ut for a 
sm all scratch, the area can be 
sanded dry with "very fine” pro­ 
duction paper. This sanding is 
done very lightly, over only the 
area of the blemish, and is con­ 
tinued until the m ar is removed. 


The sanded area is then stain ­ 
ed to m atch th e original finish. 
W hen the stain is dry, a m edium - 
heavy coat of sealer is applied. 
This is allowed to dry for a t least 
4 hours. W hen the area is dry 
sand 
again 
w ith 
"very 
fine” 
grade paper on a rubber sanding 
block to level the sealer. 


You are now ready for the top 
coat. Since it is very difficult to 
blend a dam aged area perfectly 
w ith th e surrounding surface, it 
is usually best to re-coat the 
whole surface w ith varnish or 
lacquer. W hen this has dried, wet 
sanding begins. 


Light lubricating oil is used 
for 
this 
process 
with 
grade 
"superfine” black w a t e r p r o o f 
sandpaper on a rubber block. 
T his wet sanding will produce a 
perfectly level and satin-like fin­ 
ish. 
If you w ant a high luster, rub 
the entire surface w ith rotten 
stone and oil until you get the 
luster you desire. T he surface is 
then cleaned w ith a furniture 
polish and cleaner. 
Try it.

In M ay 1952, the M arin County 
T B A s s o c i a t i o n spent 5,000 
Christm as seal sale dollars to in ­ 
stall a minograph machine at 
M arin General Hospital for free 
screening mini-films for patients, 
staff and volunteers.

By NEWMAN CAMPBELL, 
The Hebrew laws were definite 
concerning the provision for the 
poor, for widows and their chil­ 
dren. 
Owners of estates were 
ordered to leave gleanings for the 
distressed to gather, and olive 
trees and grape vines were not 
to be stripped of their last fruit, 
but some were to be left for un­ 
fortunates, according to Deutero­ 
nomy 24:19-21. 
Also the law was exact in the 
matter of payment for work done. 


T H O U SHALT NOT oppress 
an hired servant that is poor and 
needy, whether he be of thy bre­ 
thren, or of thy strangers that 
are in thy land within thy gates: 
"At his day thou shatt give him 
his hire, neither shall the sun go 
down upon it; for he is poor, and 
eetteth his heart upon it; lest he 
ery against thee unto the Lord, 
and it be sin unto thee.** 


This exhortation is for us to be 
not only kind, but just, to the 
poor man who labors for bread 
for him self and fam ily. 


To some people money seems 
to m ean m ore th an anything else 
in the world, and to accum ulate 
it th eir sole purpose in life. These 
people are severely rebuked in 
the Scriptures. 
In A m as’ day 
m any who witnessed such prac­ 
tices were afraid to speak out 
against those who were guilty. 
He says: 


“THEY HATE HIM th a t re- 
buketh in the gate, and they ab­ 
hor him th a t speaketh uprightly.’* 
Possibly those who com m itted 
these sins were rich and power­ 
ful and those who would rebuke 
them feared retribution if they 
spoke out. 


•‘Forasm uch therefore as your 
treading is upon the poor, and ye 
take from him burderite of wheat, 
ye have built houses of hewn 
stone, but ye shall not dwell in 
them ; ye have planted pleasant 
vineyards, but we shall not drink 
wine of them . 
"For I know your 
m anifold 
transgressions, and your m ighty 
sins; they afflict th e just, they 
take a bribe and they turn aside 
the poor from their right. 
“Therefore the prudent shall

N ew radio-telephone equipment, currently being installed 
in 20 of N W P's locomotives and cabooses, is tested at 
Tiburon shops by W alter I. Luzzadder, electrical forem an. 


Golden Gate Bridge resulted in a 
sharp drop in commuter traffic. 
The railroad was obliged to dis­ 
continue the service, and the 
ferries halted their trans-bay 
schedules February 28, 1941. 


NEW EQUIPMENT, new fac­ 
ilities, and other improvements 
have helped NWP keep pace 
with the post-war boom in the 
Redwood Empire. 
Recently announced was com­ 
plete dieselization of the rail­ 
road’s motive power. This was 
closely followed by news of plans 
for radio-telephone installations 
in locomotive cabs and cabooses. 
Forty diesel-electric units are 
now in operation on the rairoad. 
This 
modern 
motive 
power 
pulls trains faster 
and 
with 
greater efficiency. A small num­ 
ber of steam locomotives are 
kept in reserve, however, in case 
of a sudden increase in traffic 
or to meet emergencies. 


RADIO-TELEPHONES 
wi l l 
provide instant communications 
to keep freight rolling and avoid 
delays. 


Yard, station, and side track 
improvements have been com­ 
pleted or are under construction 
to provide more modern facilities 
with greater capacity. 
These heavy investments have 
been made to keep NWP’s plant 
responsive to increased traffic. 
During 1952, the railroad carried 
50,539 carloads of lumoer cut 
from the great fir and redwood 
forests of the Redwood Empire, or 
more than one-half billion board 
feet. 


Many 
other 
products 
were 
moved last year to national mar­ 
kets via NWP—almost a thous­ 
and carloads of fresh pears; 9,829 
carloads of gravel and sand; 
over 2,000 carloads of table wines, 
1,442 carloads of wallboard; in 
addition to other commodities. 


From the giant horn of plenty 
called Redwood Empire, a rich 
harvest of California products 
moves to market over North­ 
western Pacific rails. 
NWP last year hauled more 
than 100,000 carloads of diversi­ 
fied tonnage, most of it funneled 
through Marin County at the 
southern end of its 330 miles of 
main line track. 
In doing so, it provided spur 
track or loading-point service to 
more than 300 lumber mills, and 
over 240 other industries with 
private sidings throughout the 
growing area. 


NERVE CENTER of the “rail­ 
road through the redwoods” is 
Marin County. NWP's shops, of­ 
fices and trains, manned by about 
300 Marin residents, constitute 
one of the country’s largest in­ 
dustries. 
The Tiburon shops perform the 
bulk of 
the railroad’s heavy 
maintenance and repairs. Skilled 
employees keep the line’s new 
diesel 
locomotives 
and 
other 
equipment in top running con­ 
dition. Materials and suppplies 
are 
distributed 
from 
NWP’s 
general stores here, also. In ad­ 
dition, some loaded freight cars 


as well as train and crew dis­ 
patching offices. It is also the 
southern terminus for NWP’s 
daily passenger trains that op­ 
erate to and from Eureka. 


AT IGNACIO, most freight 
that comes into Marin County 
is 
re-routed 
for 
Schellville, 
where the railroad connects with 
its parent, Southern Pacific, and 
its 
web 
of 
transcontinental 
routes. 
Although it’s not big as rail­ 
roads go, NWP is a most import­ 
ant stretch of track to its 1,500 
employees and the 
thousands 
who live in the Redwood Empire. 
An indication of the size of 
Marin opeartions is the more 
than $90,000 it has paid in county 
and city taxes during 1953. 
Another yardstick is the traf­ 
fic flow. NWP operates an ave­ 
rage of eleven freight and two 
passenger trains daily in Mann 
County. 


THE AREA’S OLDER residents 
will also remember a time when 
NWP carried many more pas­ 
sengers.

HOLLYWOOD — Walking into 
Jimmy Duran te’s modest house 
In Beverly Hills, you feel as 
though you’re turning back the 
pages of show business history. 
Even the grey walls seem to re­ 
flect. 
When Durante is preparing one 
of his shows for NBC-TV’s “Com­ 
edy Hours,” (his last was Sunday, 
Nov. 8» he is surrounded by an 
important group of persons, most 
of whom have been with him for 
many years. 
Jimmy will reliearse for hours 
with his pianist, Julie Buffano, 
who has been with the “Schnozx” 
for more than 12 years. Julie ac­ 
companies Jimmy on all night 
club and personal appearances. 
Then there’s Jack Roth who has 
been associated with the Durante 
organisation for about 30 years. 


JIMMY LIKES to tell the story 
about the time, the only time, 
Roth missed when Jimmy threw 
the piano top at him. It was at 


a benefit and when Jimmy heav­ 
ed the piano piece, Roth mis­ 
judged it and took a nasty cut on 
the forehead. It was the only 
time he failed to catch the fly­ 
ing lumber. 
Then there’s Eddie Jackson, 
the strutting, barrel-chested sing­ 
er of nostalgic songs. Eddie and 
Jimmy have 
worked together 
since 1916 when they were ap­ 
pearing in New York’s Bowery.
